THK MAKECUAL-MEL ROSE. 

One of the Hitherto Tn written Uotaanres 
of the Serond Enijure. 

The Mareelial Niel is one of the love- 
liea' riee^ nf it, kind, the noisette , anil 
in ila name and origin there Is one of 
the hilh-rio unwritten romance* of 
the Cnti 1 1 of France in the Second Em- 
pire. In 18-.0, when I lie French army 
was sent to help King Victor Emman- 
uel drive the Austrians out nf Italy, 
ttie Third Army Corps was command- 
ed by General Neil. Thin officer, as 
his name implies, came of one of those 
Irish noble families a ho emigrated to 
France after Ilie btfle of Itoyne in 
1790, as did the McMahons, the Fitz- 
Jaiues and Olliers, alio are now Irish 
in nothing but their names. General 
Niel had commanded and fought ids 
corps with such eminent ability and 
distinguished courage, lhat when peace 
was made, with his country men and 
friend, MacMatum, lie was created a 
Marshal of France. It was well trigh 
autumn before General Niel was able 
to return to France. He Imd been ter- 
ribly wounded, and had suitered la?- 
sidee from the dteadlul fever of the 
Italian marshes. For mouth* he was 
between life and death, with only ids 
surgeon, who wa- Ids constant com- 
panion, and a soldier servant, who 
proved to be an admirable nurse in Ida 
illness and cniivalescei.eence. 

One day a peasant woman brought 
him a whole basket of wild roses from 
• lie Catnpagna region. General Niel 
bad alwajs been extremely fond of 
r ses, and most of these were new to 
Idm, and thus served to amuse him 
until i hey were withered. He observ- 
ed, however, that one particular shoot 
Imd not hilled and dhd like the others, 
hut 4, ad grown into a henu'itul green 
plant <1 perhaps ten inches long. 
When he looked to see why this one 
hail grown and the others filled, he 
found lhat a hit of ihe loot had iieeu 
cutaway with Ihe flivver, which was 
ofapali-h vellou hue. Scarcely know- 
ing why, Niel determined to ketpllie 
shoot so curiously preserved. When 
he relumed to. l’,.iis lie placed the 
young shoot with on eXjierl floricultur- 
ist, and next spring it Imre four of the 
loveliest hiliis in the world, of a pale- 
letnon tinge. At that time General 
Niel wassetil for In ritelve the high- 
est ml Itairy rank then known in 
Fiance, the fliai.il f.’ioss nf the la'gmii, 
aim his cnmmis-iuu as Murnlial nf 
France, in presence of three Emperors 
aud ail (lie Kings in Eurnjie worth 
naming After the solemn ceremony 
was ended, and lie wore for Ihe first 
time ill that day the Grand Cross of 
the la-giou of Honor, he went to the 
recepti mi of ilie Empress— who was 
spl« ml id ill her perfection ol lieanty — 
am] presented lo tor a curious yellow- 
ish rose of perfection form anil per- 
fume, but dith-rent from any site had 
evi r seen, and told her its story. 

"Anil so j on have proved ihe truth 
of what Ihe oM ablie u<ed to say in his 
dreadfully tedious sermons at I’au 
aleiin’-eusliiiglhe bread on the waters.” 
said tiie Empre-s (who, like Queen 
Elizibeth, “loved a tine m in,”) In the 
baiid-omest anil most ilarilii;, as well 
as one <if the ablest of Die Marshals of 
Ihe Second Empire. "Dear nte but lie 
was tedious, that gmsl abhe,” continu- 
ed her Majesty, with the softest look 
of retrospection in her lovely dark 
eyes. * Now, Monsieur le Mareelial,” 
said she, vivaciously, “I shall chris- 
ten this rose for you." 

“Do so,” said the Franco-Irish sol- 
dier, Uiwing very low, hut flashing at 
her a gauce of prolound admiration 
so warm that it deepem d her color a 
tittle as they stood alone, for, though 
Ilie great salon of the place was crowd- 
ed, no one dared interrupt a tete-a-tete 
which she herself had allowed, bet ween 
the Empress and the handsomest Gen- 
eral of Ids day. 

Lightly pulling the rose to her lip-, 
she said : “It is named ihe Mareelial 

Niel, for ihe soldier sans peur ct sans 
rcproche, as gallant in the salon as he 
is oil the bit :li field.” 

This gracious speech went straight to 
the great soldier’s Irsh heart. 

“You will wear it to-night, Y< ur Ma- 
jesty, will you not, aud afterward give 
it to me to keep, this happy rose?” 

“Monsieur ie Mareelial ! said ihe 
Empress, with great dignity. 

“I pray jour forgiveness.” he an- 
swered. 

“No* uo, I am not as angry as I 
ought to be,” she replied; “but — but 
people mig it hear,” and with a Par- 
thian glance she departed. 

Four dsys thereafter Uolnuel Lewa), 
then Niel's chief of statT, Tut uot long 
since Minister of War for the Fietich 
Republic, observed his chief take a 
surreptitious ro-ebud out of an envelope 
he had just recieved, aud lock it up in 
a private drawer — Leslie’s Popular 
Monthly.

EETTER THAN POWDER. 

X rowerful A?ent A<1 le J to t'jo Lon} list 
of High Explosives. 

To the already long li 3 t of so-called 
high explosives — of which there are 
about thirty— mod in industrial pur- 
suits or for war purposes another very 
powerful explosive agent has just been 
added. As its name— carbo-dynamite 
—implies, carbon forms part of its 
constitution. It should bd stated that 
In ordinary dynamite seventy-five par 
cant, of nitro-glycarine is al«orbod by 
twontj’-Dvo par cant, of kleselguhr, an 
earthly mineral specially sjitable for 
the manufacture of dynamite on ac- 
count of its absorbent property: but 
kieselguhrhas this disadvantage — that 
it is incombustible. In carbo-dyna- 
mite ninety parts by weight of nitro- 
glycerine are taken up by ton. parts of 
a specially prepared carbon of a very 
porous nature. As carbon is com- 
bustible it adds to the explosive effect 
of the whole mass, and in this respect, 
it will be seen, carbo-dynamite is 
superior to ordinary dynamite. 

But it possesses other advantages, 
which were demonstrated at other 
trials carried out at Treherbert, 
Rhondda valley, South Wales. In the 
first experiment an eighty-pound 
double-headed steel rail, placed on its 
side, was smashed through by an ounce 
and a half of carbo-dynamite, about 
nine inches of the rail being blown 
clean away. In the next a large bowU 
der Of hard sandstone, weighing about 
two tons, was broken up by a two- 
ounce charge of carbo-dynamite. 
Equal charges of a quarter ounce of 
carbo-dynamite and ordinary dynamite 
were also exploded inside two thick 
lead cylinders, of a capacity of four 
and three-fourths cubic inches, with 
the result that this capacity was ex- 
panded to nearly thirty-six cubic 
inches with carbo-dynamite, but to 
only twenty-one inches with ordinary 
dynamite. 

Similar charges of the two explosives 
were then placed inside two thick steel 
tubes, each one foot long. The ordina- 
ry dynamite burst its tube well, but the 
e:irbo-dynamite did its work much bet- 
ter, bending the tube as well as burst- 
ing it, and sending it some fifteen yards 
from the point of explosion. 

The last experiment in the open con- 
sisted in placing one ounce each of 
carbo-dynamite and ordinary dynamite 
on flat steel disks, three inches in di- 
ameter and five-sixteenths of an inch 
thick, and supported on rings or col- 
lars. After the explosion it was found 
that the ordinary* dynamite had indent- 
ed its disk a quarter of an mch, while 
the carbo-dynamite had caused a con- 
cavity seven-sixteenths of an inch 
deeper than the other, besides driving 
its supporting ring deeply into the 
ground. 

In order to show that in using carbo- 
dynamite in underground work no 
noxirfus fumes arise, an experiment 
was made in a tunnel half a mile long 
constructing for the Rhondda & Swan- 
sea Bay railway. When a shot had 
been fired in the rock at the heading 
of the tunnel with one pound of carbo- 
dynamite no deleterious fumes could 
be detected. When, however, subse- 
quently, a shot was fired with one 
pound of ordinary dynamite, noxious 
vapors wore plainly discernible. Car- 
bo-dynamite, consequently, will enable 
miners to pursue their arduous work 
without injury to health, and the ad- 
vantage claimed for it, that no inju- 
rious furnos are generated in its ex- 
plosions. seems to be well established. 

As carbo-dynamite is not affected by 
moisture, not exuding or parting with 
its nitro-glyoerine when exposed to 
damp or water, it may safely be mixed 
with that liquid in any required pro- 
portion, and thus treated used in fiery 
mines, the large volume of steam gen- 
erated at the moment of explosion, not 
only extinguishing any flame which 
might have been produced, but also 
adding considerably to the effect of the 
shot. It is further stated that the man- 
ufacture of carbo-dynamite is simple 
and inexpensive, and that its cost to 
the user will not exceed that of ordina- 
ry dynamite. These latter jioints re- 
main, of course, to be proved, but from 
what has been said of its use and ef- 
fect, there can be no doubt that a very 
formidable rival has arisen to ordinary 
dynamite, and that the introduction of 
carbo-dynamite in mining or tunneling 
work is onlj’ a question of time.— 
Chambers' Journal.

• THE SPIDER’S WEB. 

Why It In More Noticeable on Some 
Morning* Than on Others. 

I read a statement not long ago, 
about the spiders' webs that cover the 
fields and meadows on certain morn- 
ings in the summer, which was not en- 
tirely exact. It is not quite true, in 
the sense in which it was uttered, that 
these spiders’ webs are moro abundant 
on some mornings than on others, and 
that they presage fair weather. Now, 
the truth is that during the latter half 
of summer these webs are about as 
abundant at one’ time as at another; 
but they are much more noticeable on 
some mornings than on others — a 
heavy dew brings them to view. They 
are especially conspicuous after a 
morning of fog, such as often fills our 
deeper valleys for a few hours when 
fall approaches. They then look like 
little napkins spread all over tho 
meadows; I saw fields last sum- 
mer in August when one could 
stop from one of these dew-napkins to 
another, for long distances. ’They are 
little nets that catch the fog. Every 
thread is strung with innumerable, 
fine drops, like tiny beads. After an 
hour of sunshine, the webs, apparent- 
ly, are gone. 

I Most country people. I find, think 
they arc due to nothing but the moist- 
ure; others soera to think that the 
spiders take them in as morning ad- 
vances. But they are still there, 
stretched above tho grass at noon aud 
at sunset, as abundant as they wore at 
j sunrise: and are the more serviceable 
to # the spiders, because less risible.

-Now that was certainly a queer-look- 
ing purchase for such an “ornery 
looking fellow to bo making. So the 
druggist asked him kiudly to come in 
| and look at his samples when the wine 
1 in them was red. and he soon had the 
fakir, for such he was. making a con- 
fession to him. And this was the 
drift of it: 

“These things cost me less than 70 
cents. I shall sell the boxes and vial9 
when they are filled at 25 cents each — 
six dozen in all. equal to $18. But I 
have material sufficient for twice that 
I number of boxes and vials, so that for 
I about 30 cents more, or about $1 
in ail, I shall realize $3S. Any 
| trouble to sell? Not a bit of it I rare- 
■ ly stop at a farm-house that I fail to 
sell one of each— sometimes two, three 
i or a half dozen; while at every village 
| I enter a dozen or so go off like hot 
| cakes. What is it, you say, and how 
| do I work it? Nothing simpler. The 
axle grease goes into the tin boxes. 1 
did not ask for the cheapest to save 
money, but for tho smelL I’ve done 
considerable patent medicine vending, 

! and have found that the viler the smell 
the readier it sells. This axle grease, 
once it is in the tiny tin box, I call it 
! corn salve — receipe obtained from a 
Sioux medicine man. Nine people in 
ten in the country havo corns on their 
! feet, and a single smell of the stuff is 
enough to effect a sale. In the vials I 
pour two tablespooosful of alcohol, five 
! or six drops of the oil of mustard and 
j fill it up with water. The vial then 
j becomes toothache drops, which I 
i learned how to make (I mean to tell 
tho people this) from a Turk, 
whose life I saved in the Sea 
of Marmora, and he gave me the recipe 
i out of gratitude. There's lots of tooth- 
ache among farmers, their wives and 
daughters. As to their virtues, what 
of that?

A shocking railroad disaster 
occurred near Wilkesbarre. Penn., 
last Wednesday night in which 
the loss of life was something ter- 
rible to think upon, and still more 
terrible to the traveling public 
who so constantly place their 
lives in the hands of the railroad 
employees. Fifty-seven human 
souls were Hurried from gay scenes 
and joyous festivities into eternity 
and as many more were injured. 
The almost reckless carelessness 
of some railroad employes is hor- 
rifying and when we read of 
accidents like this, our hearts go 
out in pity to the afflicted fami- 
lies, while we feel condemnation 
for the criminal carelessness ot 
somebody. At Hazelton, 20,000 
people had assembled to do honor 
to tlie memory ol the temperance 
apostle, Father Theobold Mat- 
thew. 

The Associated Press dispatch 
gives this description of the scene: 
“The lestivities of the day are 
ended. The multitude, joyous with 
the grandeur ar.d success of the 
occasion, are boarding the trains 
for the journey homeward. There 
is no thought of danger, for they 
think not of the sad late that 
awaits many of them — the im- 
pending disaster, that ere three 
| hours shall have passed, will send 
a thrill of terror from the Lehigh 
to the Lackawanna, shrouding the 
three valleys in a cloud of gloom 
and making hundreds of happy 
homes the abodes of untold agony. 
Two sections came through safely. 
The third is nearing home. The 
tourth, composed of Jersey Cen- 
tral cars and freighted mostly 
I with Lackawanna people, stops at 
Mud Run, a station between Penn 
Haven Junction and White 
Haven, for water. The fifth is 
following close behind. Passen- 
gers on it watch the lights of the 
one ahead as they fly through the 
darkness for a long way, and as 
they finally see the third section 
standing a little wav ahead at the 
Run, they wonder why their train 
does not slacken its speed. As it 
dashes along at full speed, fireman 
Hugh Gallagher, at the fourth, 
directs the attention of his en- 
gineer, Harry Cook, to the signal 
lantern of the third, and jumps 
from the cab. The engineer fol- 
lows him. Au instant later the 
crash comes. 

The lretting, fuming, puffing en- 
gine ploughs its heated body 
through nearly tbe entire length 
of rear car, scalding, jamming and 
killing the unfortunate occupants. 
This car is jammed into the next 
ahead ot it, and that into the 
third, the three cars being a total 
wreck. The lights are extinguish- 
ed, and darkness adds terror to 
the scene. The shrieks of the 
injured and groans of the dying 
are heard on every side, and the 
strongest hearts quail.” 



The impression has gone abroad that 
Gov.

They voted 
upon it as a unit with tlie exception of 
one member who was com pelied to be 
absent on account of sickness ill his 
family. This member, however, had 
been present at all preceding meet- 
ings, and at tlie framing of the proposi- 
tion, aud every thing he asked for was 
includtd in it. 

The Compuu j ’s object lias been — Is 
now to push the enterprise. Why, if 
we begin operation at once we cannot 
expect to more tiiau complete it, before 
•in the distuuce will be heard tlie 
moaning of the coming tram” on the 
Louisville Southern, hearing to us men, 
women ami children, worn aud Weary 
troni travel, aud sutleriug for water to 
drink, to say nothing of the amount 
required for domestic use. When you 
increase the population of a city from 
oue to two thousand, where in a dry 
time you can not buy uor beg a bucket 
of God’s beverage to drink, how can 
you expect to hold them as citizens un- 
less you are prejrared to furnish this 
necessary? Why at this very moment 
I can eight you to a mau on First 
Street who is paying a mau daily to 
almost steal water for him. 

Now as to the amount of private 
stock takeu ill the enterprise, we have 
$31,000 worth alreudy takeu and are 
still o|h.ii to any citizen who Chooses to 
subscribe. We earnestly solicit and 
are very anxious to have every dullars 
worth of slock takeu that it requires to 
complete the works. We could ouly 
guarantee that amount thut we knew 
would be taken, aud paid for when 
issued. We could not give the public 
any definite answer as to the amount 
tlie works would Lave to be mortgaged, 
in case there was 110 more stock taken , 
until after sbe received bids on plans 
aud specifications tliat bad been sent 
out. These were received and opened on 
Saturday last, October 13th. Mr. M. 
Pbilbiu, of Chicago, 111., tlie builder of 
Lexiugtou water- woiks being the low- 
est bidder, $76,141.44 was his estimate. 
Now the Company is able to say and 
wilt bind themselves to not mortgage 
the works for one cent more over amt 
above tlie valued subscription to tlie 
enterprise than they really cost, or if 
the citizens prefer, will not issue oue 
dollais more worth of stock tiiau it 
really takes to construct them, unless 
they, the City Council and Company, 
think it best for the prosperity of the 
enterprise to issue the full am ount of 
stock, $100,000, and then the City is to 
have her prorata iu same. I merely 
submit this to the public because I 
think it due to tbe charter members 
of this Company tliat they be properly 
understood in the matter.

THE SARDINE INDUSTRY. 

A Boslnou That Itw I lonrl.hei! for M.nr 
Year, on the Brittany Coast. 

Apropos of the new regulations just 
issued by the French Government, the 
Rerue dee Itcux Monde* has published 
an interesting account of the sardine 
industry, which has so long flourished 
on the coast of Brittany. As but little 
is known about the true sardine, even 
in France, and of course much less in 
; this country, our readers may like to 
see the facts. 

When it reaches its full growth the 
true sardine is a little smaller than the 
herring; at this stage it is fat, oily 
and of a mediocre taste. It weighs be- 
tween a quarter and a third of a pound.* 

• This fish, which on the coast of Corn- 
wall is known as the pilchard, and in 
Brittany as the “winter sardine,” ap- 
pears toward the close of the cold soa- 

)r son and vanishes by June. It is then 
.more than two years old. This sardine 

,g is salted, but nover preserved in oil. 
It is the so-called summer sardine 
which is friod in boiling oil, packed in 
tin boxes, and shipped all over the 
world. This is the same fish as the 
pilchard or winter sardine, only it is a 
year younger. It arrives off the Breton 
coast in vast shoals during June, and 
thenceforward until November it is 
taken in nets, the bait used being the 
salted roe of the codfish or a minute 
species of shrimp procured in the 
neighborhood. Whither it goes and 
where it passes the cold season is un- 
known, but it is believed to be a deep- 

• water fish, which only in the months 
mentioned comes to the surface. This 
is certain, however, that it is met with 

. only nearly that section of the Atlantic 

u coast of Europe which extends from 
Cornwall to Portugal. 

The sardine industry has of late 
years passed through a severe crisis. 
The take was small during the whole 
period from 1880 to 1886, with the ex- 

* ception of the year 1888. In 1886 the 
value of the sardine in oil exported fell 
to $2,800,000, or less than half of what 
it was seven years before. Last year, 
on the other hand, was extremely 

v profitable to the canning factories, al- 
though the prices paid for the fresh 

1 sardines per thousand ranged from 

. sixty cents to ten dollars. The com- 
petition to which the French manu- 
facturers are subjected comes not only 
from the United States, where the fish 
used is not the true sardine, but also 
from Portugal, where the genuine fish 
is procurable and where extensive can- 
ning establishments have been recent- 
ly inaugurate!!. Nevertheless, there 
are certain French canners whose 
trade-marks are widely-known 
and whose products everywhere 
command prices relatively high. 
Their control of a market is 
probably due to the fact that they are 

'. careful to employ nothing but veritable 
| olive oil of a superior quality. The 
I vast quantity of cotton-seed oil annual- 
ly shipped from Alexandria to Mar- 
seilles raises the suspicion that some 
French sardine canners may expose 
themselves to the same charges that 
have been leveled at tbeir American 
rivals. At all events, it follows that 

, the exquisite flavor of certain French 
product is owing partly to the quality 
of the oil, and partly to the fact that 
only genuine sardines are used; and 
moreover, that they are washed, evis- 
cerated and fried within an hour or 
two after they are caught. No Ash de- 

* teriorates more rapidly after removal 
from the water than the sardine. 

The French Government has recently 
forbidden the use of the large, capa- 
cious and improved nets, by which 
huge multitudes of the summer sar- 
dine could be drawn in at a stroke. 
This prohibition was issued in con- 
formity with the wishes of the Breton 
fishermen, who ascribe tho crisis to 
which their industry has been subject- 
ed to the sweeping reduction of the 
fish by the new-fangled implements. 
But as the largo seines are employed 
by their Portuguese competitors, the 
French canners naturally protest 
against this interference of the state

He knew from the first 
how to take care of himself. His rules 
were as rigidly observed as the laws of 
the Medes and Persians, and his 
obedience to them gave him nearly 
eighty years of active and helpful life. 
He never wasted his energy. He 
never lamented that he could not do 
the impossible. He was an idealist 
who. within the limits of what could 
be done, worked with all his might till 
his working days were over. — Chris- 
tian Register.

and butter milk are fed to pigs they 
are worth one-fourth as much as corn 
meal. Fed to calves they are worth 
on an average twenty-five cents per 
100. For feeding, warm to 98 deg., 
feed three times a day, and feed sweet. 
As the calf grows add oatmeal gruel, 
and finally clear oatmeal. Tho skim 
milk of one good cow and two dollars’ 
worth of oatmeal will raise two calves 
through the season — spring to fall. 

— Rabbit driving is a new “sport” 
that is becoming popular in Kern 
County, Cal. Jack rabbits are so nu- 
merous there that ranchmen organize 
and hold weekly rabbit drives. Long, 
triangular corrals of brush are made. 
Several hundred men drive the rabbits 
into the corral and then knock them 
on the head with clubs. About half- 
a-dozen drives have been held and 17,- 
000 rabbits been killed. The large 
land-owners give barbecues to the men 
after the drive. 

— Prudent farmers find it well to 
choose their seed grain early in sum- 
mer, by selecting a portion of the field 
that appears tho best; going through 
this and pulling up weak stools and 
destroying all tall weeds. This por- 
tion is to be kept and threshed sepa- 
rate from the rest. Hoed crops suffer 
from neglect; the earlier a weed is out 
of the way tho better for the crop. 
Weed by horse implements where ever 
practicable. Stop hoeing the corn aft- 
er the ground is shaded. Pastures 
should not be fed too close. If there 
is a rainy spell, apply any good fertil- 
izer, under which are included plaster 
and ashes.

A weakhy English gentleman 
who spends his winters at Mentone, 
on the shores of the great tropical sea 
named above, thought to improve upon 
the customs of the country* by build- 
ing his terrace walls of stones laid in 
cement. But, to his surprise, his 
trees made a feeble, sickly growth, 
and bore miserable crops, while those 
of his poor peasant neighbors growing 
behind dry and often dilapidated 
walls, were models of health and pro- 
ductiveness. The removal of some of 
these walls brought to light a most im- 
portant fact in agriculture — the neces- 
sity of soil aeration to the healthful 
growth of roots. The rear side of tho 
loose and dry rubble walls was com- 
pletely closed with a mat of finely- 



chances for any particular event or 
series of events.

interlaced root fibers from the fruit j ing backed his luck, they have lost 



trees growing on the terraces. The 
mat followed down the walls, clear to 
the base, and extended to a consider- 
able distance, horizontally, in both di- 
rections. Thus a large surface was ex- 
posed to the beneficial influence of the 
atmosphere. Behind the cemented 
walls, however, no such root develop- 
ment was found. The rootlets spread 
out somewhat beneath the surface of 
the narrow terrace, but failed to fol- 
low the walls downward. The cement- 
ed walls had shut out the oxygen, and 
there was no encouragement for root- 
growth. The trees were restricted in 
their nutrition, and a depauperate 
growth was the result 
In my experience in washing out 
roots of various plants at our New 
York State Experiment Station, I have 
been often struck with the fact that 
the roots of crops spread out over the 
surface of tho layer of soil that lies 
just beneath tho plow-line, as upon a 
table. The roots are almost exclusive- 
ly in the lower three inches of the soil 
moved by the plow. The loose sur- 
face layer of soil corresponds to the 
dry rubble wall. Beneath it is the 
mat of roots. Every florist finds the 
mat of roots always close to the inner 
wall of the pots. If ho uses a glazed 
pot the plants do not prosper, the roots 
being deprived of the influence of 
oxygen. They are in the same condi- 
tion as were the gentleman’s trees 
growing behind the cemented walls. 
The moral is obvious. Wo must keep 
tho surface soil loose. We 
are admonished to do this 
in order to prevent evapora- 
tion. but this is but half of the argu- 
ment. as the illustrations to hand so 
clearly show. Nature in some mys- 
terious way provides for her own aera- 
tion. Go into the woods where the soil 
supports a vigorous vegetation and 
take up a spadeful of earth. It will be 
found fully as porous as the most thor- 
oughly cultivated field. The sod 
ground along an old fence, though not 
disturbed by the plow for half a cent- 
ury, is always porous and friable. 
But in cultivated fields, where we dis- 
turb natural processes, the soil be- 
comes compacted, unless kept loose by 
tillage. How then can wo expect a 
good crop from a baked -soil, or a good 



1 money. And since every single ex- 
1 perience of every gambler is bound to 
! confirm his belief that luck will either 
, change or continue unchanged, his 
; faith in the fundamental idiocies 
; of gambling, the “vein of luck,” and 
the “maturity of tho chances,” grows 
constantly in strength and fervor. The 
belief thut in the long run luck must 
run even is not quite so obviously mis- 
leading as either of the two, the com- 
bination of which it really represents. 
It is true, indeed, in a sense; but it is 
misleading all the same. It means so 
much less than believers in it imagine. 
Consider how little it really promises. 
If the gambler when he looses assures 
himself on tho strength of this law 
that he must one day recover all he 
: has lost, what an argument he should 
find in that against gambling. For 
what earthly use-can there be in con- 
tinuing a process which, if continued 
long enough, is bound to land you 
where you began? But the fatal 
trouble about this article of the gam- 
bler’s faith is that it says nothing about 
a beginning. It applies to every stago 
of his progress, whether he is in pocket 
or out of pocket. — Prof. Proctor, in 
National Review.
